We’re not on the list: Chicago 
draws the short straw in race 
for retired NASA spacecraft

Chicago didn’t get a shuttle. 

The Adler Planetarium was one of 21 museums and 
centers around the country that put in bids for one of 
NASAs retired shuttles. But the space administration 
announced Tuesday the equipment is going to NewTbrk; 
suburban Washington, D.C.; L.A. and Orlando, Fla. 

As a consolation prize, Chicago did land a flight sim- 
ulator used to train astronauts for shuttle flights. 

Planetarium president Paul Knappenberger said the 
shuttle simulator will be a centerpiece of a new Adler 
exhibit on space flights. The simulator now is in Hous- 
ton at the Johnson Space Center. 

Knappenberger had met with NASA officials a cou- 
ple of weeks ago for a final review of the planetarium’s 
bid and had said he was “cautiously optimistic.” 

Amid the pomp and suspense suitable for the crown 
jewels of America’s manned space program, NewTbrk, 
L.A. and Florida’s Kennedy Space Center will enjoy the 
status and reap the economic benefits of displaying 
three of the retiring space shuttles. 

The fourth member of the shuttle fleet, as expected 
from the start of the lengthy selection process, will be 
relocated to a Smithsonian Museum aviation display 
site outside Washington, D.C. 

The announcement capped months of intense ma- 
neuvering by lawmakers from various states and secret 
deliberations by agency officials. 

Announced by NASA chief Charles Bolden during 
an open-air ceremony at Florida’s Kennedy Space Cen- 
ter on the 30 -year anniversary of the shuttle’s initial 
launch, the selections mark a symbolic turning point 
with what has been the nation’s infatuation with the 
reusable spaceships. 

Before his long-awaited announcement, the NASA 
chief called the shuttles one of the greatest “techno- 
logical marvels of all time.” 

A former astronaut and shuttle commander, the 
NASA chief said the final shuttle mission, slated for 
later this year, will be “bittersweet for all of us,” partly 
because of “the tremendous knowledge about reusable 
spacecraft and launch systems” the U.S. has gained. The 
shuttles have flown more than 130 missions. 

Before the long-awaited announcement— attended 
by scores of dignitaries and broadcast on the agency’s 
website— the NASA chief said all the winning cities 
would have some important historical connection to 
the shuttle program. 

To fend off potential criticism from the losers, Bold- 
en on Monday told a Senate appropriations panel that 
“the process has been as pure as I can make it” and has 
been “free of any political involvement.”

Campaign 
nerve center 
takes shape

Chicago’s newest bilUon-dollar startup is a com- 
bination of high-tech social networking and old- 
fashioned volunteer shoe leather that’ll open its 
doors in a historic downtown high-rise in a few 
weeks selling a single product; the hometown 
president's re-election, 

Obama for America will fill an entire 
50,ooo-square-foot floor of the Prudential Build- 
ingj a half-century ago the city^s tallest. Boxes are 
being unpacked, wiring is getting an upgrade 
and cubicles are being installed to transform the 
workspace into a pulsing campaign headquarters. 
The location is literally across the street from the 
office used in the successful 2008 campaign. 

To be sure, there’s plenty of symbolism in the 
campaign becoming the first in decades to move 
its re-election headquarters outside the nation’s 
beltway Given the state of technology— includ- 
ing video conferencing, smartphones, email and 
the Internet— a campaign could be based virtual- 
ly anywhere and critical communications would 
remain intact. 

“It’s a fundraising operation. In some ways, it 
doesn’t really matter where it is. A smoked glass 
office building in Chicago or Virginia, the same 
activities go on,” said David ^psen, the former 
longtime political writer for the Des Moines 
Register. 

^psen, who now heads the Paul Simon PubHc 
Policy Institute at Southern Illinois University 
in Carbondale, noted that the 2012 presidential 
campaign is a “billion-do liar business,” particu- 
larly with the Supreme Court lifting limits on 
independent issue advertising. Obama raised 
$750 million last time and now hopes to top 
$i billion.

Obama’s trips to Chicago less frequent 
than promised— has he been missed?

As president-elect, Barack Obama said he’d 
try to get back to Chicago every six to eight 
weeks. 

Instead he’s unwound on ocean-splashed 
Oahu or Alartha’s Vineyard and has made it 
back to Chicago seven times, about half as of- 
ten as he anticipated. 

He’ll make up a little ground this month, 
with a series of Chicago fundraisers Thursday 
and then another trip back April 27 with his 
wife, Michelle, to tape Oprah ^JCnfre/s show 
And most Chicagoans seem to understand why 
he’s here infrequently Some are even relieved, 
finding his huge security detail disruptive. 

“I think it would be cool if he came back 
more often, but his role is in D.C. now, so 
realistically he has to be there, just like any 
other job,” said Jeremy Rothschild, market- 
ing director for Bike and Roll Chicago, which 
leads a “Presidential Bike Tour” in Obama’s 
Kenwood neighborhood* 

At the University of Chicago, where 
Obama taught law, political scientist William 
Howell said it’s not unusual for the best inten- 
tions ofpresidents-elect to be “laid asunder as 
soon as they take office.” 

Obama took office with the economy in 


free-fall and has waged two 
wars — three if the recent US. 
military attacks in Libya are 
counted — amid concern over high 
unemployment, Howell noted. 

“I suspect the infrequency with 
which he’s been able to make it 
home is part of a larger pattern,” 
Howell said. “I imagine he’s stay- 
ing up bter than he expected. I 
wouldn’t be surprised if he’s not 
calling friends as often. 'There are all 
sorts of things vy:ng for his attention 
on a minute-by-minute basis.” 

Not far from TTowell’s office is the 
Hyde Park Hair Salon, where clients 
use seven chairs and an eighth, the 
one Obama used, is under glass so it 
doesn’t get damaged by the tourists 
stopping by fro mas far away as China. 

“He’s been a very, very busy presi- 
dent,” said Zariff, 47, a barber who 
goes by one name and has cut Obama’s 
hair since 1994. “He’s been busy 
with the economy, with catastrophes 
around the world. He hasn’t had time 
to get back here. It’s been nonstop since 
he got in there.”

Wal-Mart faces tough crowd in Lakeview

Facing an attentive but largely hostile 
crowd, Wal-Mart representatives pre- 
sented their proposal Monday evening 
for a grocery store in Lakeview at a public 
meeting. 

About 200 people— many wearing anti- 
Wal-Mart buttons and stickers — filed into 
the Wellington Avenue United Church of 
Christ to hear the proposal. 

John Bisio, a Wal-Mart Stores public 
affairs senior manager, said that while he 
recognized the citizens’ concerns, the 


company felt that the smaller facility would 
not interfere with the neighborhood’s 
character. 

“I think we have enough information that 
we’ve opened these neighborhood markets 
and we’ve kept them open,” he said. 

But many in the audience could be heard 
snickering at company representatives’ argu- 
ments for why the 32,000 -square-foot Wal- 
Mart Market would be good for the North 
Side neighborhood. 

“I don’t want them in this neighborhood, 
and I wish [the company] would hear 


us saying no,” said Erin Edwards, 27, 
who works for North Side Anti-Hunger 
Network. “Em all for job creation. But it 
would be wonderful for the people in this 
neighborhood to have the small stores that 
can provide fresh produce and to be able to 
pay their employees well so they wouldn’t 
have to need our services.” 

Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) appeared at the 
meeting to tell residents that he wanted 
their feedback regarding his proposal with 
the zoning committee to limit the area of 
any big box retailer to 25,000 square feet.

There’s a battle going on in Springfield over 
who brings your beer to market. 

Abill proposed Tuesday in the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly would make craft brewers eli- 
gible to distribute their own products in the 
state, but only in limited quantities. 

As a noncraft brewer, Anheuser-Busch Cos. 
would be left on the sidelines, but the beer giant 
is in the thick of the battle, seeking to distribute 
its own brews in Illinois. If it is able to gain that 
right, distributors say some of the smallest craft 
beers could be squeezed out of the market. 

The outcome could wind up serving as a 
test case for other states. And the fate of sev- 
eral small craft brewers that have the right to 
self-distribute may hang in the balance. 

Rep. Greg Harris (D-Chicago) said he and 
Sen. Donne Trotter (D-Chicago), a sponsor of 
the craft beer legislation, have been looking 
for a middle ground for craft brewers, Illinois 
brewpubs and distributors. 

‘A lot of small brewers would say that some 
of the distributors may not distribute their 
brands aggressively and charge them a lot, so 
it’s harder to get a hold in the market,” Har- 
ris said. “Distributors would say they have the 
infrastructure to help the craft brewers get a 
bigger share of the market faster.” 

Also at the Capitol, gay adoptions emerged 
Tuesday at the center of a culture clash as 
lawmakers pushed a measure to ensure faith- 
based groups could turn away committed 
same-sex couples who want to adopt children 
or provide foster homes.

A cheaper Kindle— with ads 


Seeing ads on portable devices is nothing 
new. Open a smartphone app, and you’re 
likely to get hit with ads on the screen. 
Same for mobile browsers. 

But Amazon, maker of the popular 
Kindle e-reader, took this concept to an 
entirely new level Monday when it an- 
nounced a new version of the Kindle that 
is $25 cheaper and has inescapable adver- 
tisements built into the machine. 

Think of a smartphone that requires 
its owner to watch ads as a screensaver, a 


TV that makes you watch an ad to turn it 
on or a gadget that requires you to learn 
about some used car special to access new 
features. 

This could be the future if the $114 ad- 
embedded Kindle takes off 

The Kindle ads don’t show up in the 
books a person loads on the device. In- 
stead, they’re built into the framework 
of the gadget itself, showing up as screen 
savers and at the bottom of the device’s 
home screen. 


“Special offers and sponsored screen- 
savers display on the Kindle screensaver 
and on the bottom of the home screen— 
they don’t interrupt reading,” Amazon 
says on its website. 

The device, on pre-order now, ships 
May 3. It connects to the internet with 
a Wi-Fi connection instead of a cellular 
data network, making it similar to its pre- 
decessor except in the ads and the price. 
The Wi-Fi-only Kindle without ads is 
$139.

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YOU CAN KNOCK HIS TEETH OUT, BUT ROOKIE’S HERE TO STAY

By the skin of their teeth. 

All season the Blackhawks had been hang- 
ing on to a Western Conference playoff spot 
for dear life. And there might be no one player 
more responsible for that than rookie goalie 
Corey Crawford. 

So it was fitting when Crawford took a puck 
to the mask during a 3-3 deadlock against St. 
Louis on April 6, the Hawks’ season was in 
serious jeopardy It was even more fitting that 
the player whose teeth the Hawks had clung 
to finally broke. 

“I actually lost some teeth again,” said 
Crawford, 26, who was playing in his 25th con- 
secutive game in goal that night. “I’ve broken 
my front teeth on numerous occasions, and 
they broke again, but I don’t feel too bad.” 

Sure enough, Crawford stayed in the game 
and the Hawks picked up two huge points 
with an overtime victory 

Whether Crawford’s oral sacrifice reaches 
the level of Duncan Keith’s loss of seven teeth 
last season remains to be seen, but to even 
have fans concerned about the rookie’s den- 
tistry is a sign he’s arrived. Finally 

Crawford first suited up for the Blackhawks 
in 2006, but during the next three seasons, he 
found himself riding buses and playing for the 
Rockford IceHogs. 

The Hawks, meanwhile, turned to goalies 
Nikolai Khabibulin, Cristobal Huet, Marty 
Tirco and another promising youngster named 
Antti Niemi. 

This season, Crawford began asTirco’s back- 
up, but now he’s leading the Hawks’ charge to 
the playoffs, having started 27 straight games. 

“I just came into this year looking to work 
hard and make the best of my opportunity,” 
said Crawford, who’s living in River North. “I 
got ice time more and more, so it all gradually 
developed. It’s been a lot of fun, everything I 
thought it would be.” 

To Hawks fans, this goalie merry-go-round 
is familiar. Last season, rookie Niemi passed 
Huet on the depth chart to lead the Hawks to 
the Stanley Cup. But Niemi had it much easier. 

The Hawks were dominant last season and 
didn’t have to worry about making the playoffs. 
Crawford said he hasn’t felt the rookie pres- 
sure, though, that comes with the do-or-die sit- 
uations the Hawks have faced game after game. 

“I think we’re past that point now,” Craw- 
ford said. “I think I’m a lot better with experi- 
ence and the more I play the better I get, seeing 
shots and the other players play getting that ex- 
perience.”

» The Calder T rophy awarded to top rookie: “I’ve 
thought about it here and there. I’ve been thinking 
that’d be a great honor to be able to win an award 
like that with the amount of talent of the other 
rookies who have had great years this year. I’m 
hoping I can win it. [Laughs.] But I’m more focused 
on my game.’’ 


Crawford said he’s enjoying every moment. 

“It’s a lot of fun,” Crawford said, laugh- 
ing. “I’m not that tired. I’m getting the right 
rest and lam] focused. It’s been a lot of fun. I 
worked hard to get to this point to be able to 
play in this many games, so I’m just kind of roll- 
ing with it right now.” 

Crawford credits veteran Tirco, 35, for help- 
ing him develop. He said the two work well 
together despite initially jockeying for playing 
time. 

“Marty has been great: He’s professional. He 
works hard. He’s a great guy to have around. 
He’s a funny guy” he said. 

“We have a pretty good relationship togeth- 
er. We compete hard against each other and at 
the same time we can chat about pretty much 
everything. He keeps me on my toes because 
if I’m not playing well, he’s ready to jump in 
there.” 

While Crawford has been a stalwart in net 
for the Blackhawks, posting a 33-18 record with 
a 2.30 goals against average and a .917 save per- 
centage, he was never sure he was going to get 
his shot in the NHL 

“It was frustrating,” Crawford said. “When 
you’re a young guy in the minors, you defi- 


nitely think [about] if or when you’ll get a real 
chance to come up and play at this level. Guys 
get a game here or there, but it’s a lot different 
than actually making the team at the beginning 
of the year and knowing you are going to get a 
chance. “ 

And Crawford certainly will get his shot af- 
ter his stellar rookie year, as the Blackhawks 
open their Stanley Cup defense against the 
Vancouver Canucks. 

But it won’t be Crawford’s first taste of play- 
off action. In the 2009 Western Conference 
finals, with Khabibulin injured and Huet strug- 
gling, to Crawford’s surprise the Blackhawks 
called on him to play the second period. 

“That was kind of a blur,” Crawford said. 
“That was crazy I came down from upstairs, 
I was snacking on stuff I ran down and got 
dressed as fast as I could. I don’t remember too 
much from that. 

“My heart was racing pretty quick. It was 
good to get that little bit of experience. It was 
short-lived but it was fun.” 

The Hawks hope this year’s run wiU be a 
little longer-lived. But one thing is for sure: The 
wait for Crawford is over.
